This  tall  semester  has  been  a  noteworthy  one  at  Presbyterian  College  as  we  ha\-e  made  progress  in 
designing  the  most  complex  and  exciting  aspects  of  the  strategic  plan,  PC  2001.  The  heart  of  our  plan 
focuses  on  the  educational  program,  both  the  academic  and  the  co-curricular.

The  faculty  gave  its  approval  to  the  proposal  for  a  new  General  Education  structure  just  as  this  issue  ot  the  PC  Maga-ine  was  going  to 
press,  and  in  the  coming  weeks  and  months,  we'll  be  detailing  the  aspects  of  the  program.  In  fact,  the  winter  issue  of  this  magazine  will 
outline  our  new  approach  to  general  education  —  and  you  will  be  reminded  of  the  excellence  and  dedication  of  the  faculty  and  staff  who 
love  what  they  do  with  passion. 

As  always,  I  invite  you  to  return  to  campus  to  experience  first-hand  our  progress  of  these  matters.  Further,  1  encourage  you  to  support 
our  work  with  votes  of  confidence,  interest,  ideas,  and  financial  contributions.

PC  alumna's  message  more  meaningful 

To  the  Editor: 

How  odd  it  was  for  a  college  whose  motto  is  "While  we  live,  we  serve"  to  feature  two 
political  figures  on  the  Spring  2000  cover  of  Presbyterian  College  Magazine  while  relegating  PC 
alumna  Cathy  Clasen  to  the  last  few  pages.  Clasen's  story  of  service,  self-sacrifice,  and  mission 
should  be  celebrated  better  by  a  church  institution.  While  1  find  the  political  activities  of  our 
students  an  interesting  topic,  the  contrast  between  what  Gov.  Bush  and  what  Ms.  Clasen  each 
had  to  say  is  too  striking  to  ignore. 

You  included  a  quotation  from  George  W  Bush:  "It  1  were  going  to  this  fine  institution  of 
higher  learning,  I'd  be  asking  which  candidate  knows  how  to  keep  the  economy  growing  and 
which  candidate  will  keep  the  job  base  as  such  that,  when  1  get  out  of  here,  I'll  be  able  to  find 
a  high-paying,  high  quality  job."  That  doesn't  sound  like  "While  we  live,  we  serve,"  but  rather 
"We  live  to  be  served."  His  statement  elevates  the  idea  of  self-gain  above  PC's  motto  regarding 
the  importance  of  serving  others. 

In  contrast  to  Gov.  Bush,  Ms.  Clasen  stated,  "Meditating  on  the  possibility  that  1  was 
indeed  touching  Christ's  body  through  the  poor  transformed  my  interactions  with  people  and 
sustained  me  in  the  work."  It  would  benefit  Gov.  Bush  to  spend  time  with  Cathy  Clasen.  It 
would  benefit  all  of  us,  myself  included,  either  to  hear  more  from  Ms.  Clasen  or  to  serve,  as  she 
did,  among  the  poorest  of  the  poor.  1  hope  that  the  majority  of  our  alumni  are  more  motivated 
by  service  than  by  the  pursuit  of  high-paying  jobs.  !  appreciate  the  work  you  do  with  the 
alumni  magazine,  and  in  the  future  1  anticipate  Presbyterian  College  Magazine  will  be  more 
reflective  of  our  motto.

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"Oh,  the  places  you  will  go,"  they  were 
told  as  347  new  students  arrived  on  the 
Presbyterian  College  campus  on  Wednesday, 
Aug.  23.  With  a  welcoming  party  that 
included  dozens  of  upperclass  students  in 
Cat  in  the  Hat  red-striped  socks  and 
matching  top  hat  to  illustrate  the  Dr.  Seuss 
theme,  the  330  freshmen  and  17  transfers 
spent  the  next  five  days  getting  to  know  the 
college  and  their  classmates  through  a  fact- 
and  fun-filled  orientation  period. 

The  Class  of  2004  —  the  fourth  largest 
freshman  class  in  PC  history  —  boasts  a 
strong  academic  profile  with  an  average 
high  school  grade  point  average  of  3.29  and 
two-thirds  of  the  students  in  the  top  25 
percent  of  their  graduating  class. 

Geographically,  66  percent  of  the  class 
are  South  Carolina  residents  and  22  percent 
come  from  Georgia.  New  students  also  come 
from  Alabama,  Florida,  Illinois,  Kentucky, 
Massachusetts,  North  Carolina,  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Virginia, 
and  West  Virginia,  as  well  as  Korea  and 
Ireland. 

Dana  Paul,  PC's  vice  president  for 
enrollment  and  dean  of  admissions, 
provided  the  additional  following  tacts 


about  the  members  of  the  Class  of  2004: 

•  135  have  been  members  of  the  Beta 
Club  or  National  Honor  Society; 

•  27  have  been  academic  team 
members; 

•  374  varsity  sports  programs  are 
represented  by  this  group; 

•  61  have  been  team  captains; 

•  123  have  been  members  of  service 
organizations; 

•  90  have  served  on  student  council; 

•  19  have  been  student  government 
presidents; 

•  43  have  been  school  publications 
editors; 

•  29  have  participated  in  Boys  or  Girls 
State; 

•  66  have  been  in  choir,  band,  or 
orchestra; 

•  7  are  Eagle  Scouts. 

This  marked  the  second  straight  year 
that  the  incoming  freshman  class  had 
exceeded  admissions  goals.  In  the  fall  of 
1999,  PC  had  set  a  goal  of  300  freshmen  and 
brought  in  339;  this  year's  goal  was  a 
freshman  class  of  325. 

The  total  enrollment  tor  the  tall  of 
2000  is  1,150  students.

Dr.  John  Griffith  remembers  his  first 
meeting  with  the  late  Frank  Harrington, 
senior  minister  of  Peachtree  Presbyterian 
Church  and  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  PC.  It  was  the  spring  of  1997  and 
the  search  for  a  person  to  succeed  retiring 
PC  President  Ken  Orr  was  in  full  swing. 

Griffith,  who  at  the  time  was  president 
of  Lyon  College  in  Arkansas,  recalls  asking 
what  would,  in  his  mind,  be  a  fateful 
question  to  the  1957  graduate  of  PC. 

"I  asked  him,  'What  is  so  special  about 
Presbyterian  College?'  and  he  gave  me  a 
long  hard  look.  Then  he  answered;  "It  made 
all  the  difference  in  my  life,  and,  if  you're 
lucky,  it  will  do  xht  sr-ine  for  you."

beloved  alma  mater,  but  at  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary,  where  he  earned  two 
degrees  and  served  as  a  trustee,  and  at 
Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church,  where  he 
served  for  27  years. 

So  it  was  only  fitting  that  Griffith 
announce  —  during  a  special  ceremony 
held  July  17  at  Peachtree  Church  in 
Atlanta  —  the  creation  of  The  Harrington 
Prize  to  honor  outstanding  Christian 
leadership  and  service,  established  jointly 
by  Peachtree,  PC,  and  Columbia  Seminary. 

The  W.  Frank  Harrington  Prize,  which 
will  carry  a  cash  stipend  of  $25,000,  will  be 
an  international  honor  presented  annually 
to  a  person  who  has  led  a  life  of  exemplary 
Christian  leadership  and  service  and  made 
an  effective  witness  to  others.  Along  with 
the  stipend,  the  recipient  will  serve  as  a 
distinguished  visitor  and  lecturer  for  a 
designated  period  at  each  of  those  three 
institutions  of  the  Presbyterian  Church 
(USA). 

"As  a  high  school  senior,  Frank 
Harrington  completed  an  application  for 


admission  to  Presbyterian  College,"  Griffith 
told  the  gathering  of  friends,  family,  and 
Peachtree  colleagues.  "In  response  to  a 
question  of  what  career  he  hoped  to  prepare 
for,  he  said,  'I  would  like  to  become  a 
Presbyterian  minister.'  The  design  of  this 
program  reflects  the  special  gifts  of  Dr. 
Harrington  that  were  nurtured  at  Presbyte- 
rian College  and  Columbia  Theological 
Seminary.  It  is  intended  to  be  a  lasting 
tribute  to  his  ministry  that  touched  so  many 
people  here  and  around  the  world."

Several  other  individuals  took  part  in 
the  announcement.  Dr.  G.  Daniel  McCall, 
who  served  as  interim  senior  minister  at 
Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church  following 
Harrington's  death,  is  also  a  member  of  PC's 
Board  of  Trustees  and  a  graduate  of  Colum- 
bia Theological  Seminary.  He  welcomed  the 
guests  to  the  ceremony  and  opened  with 
prayer.  He  then  detailed  how  the  task  force, 
appointed  from  the  PC  trustees,  took 
Griffith's  vision  of  honoring  the  late  board 
chairman  and,  after  several  months,  decided 
on  this  particular  idea. 

"We  tried  to  find  the  most  suitable  way 
to  honor  Frank,  and  we  considered  a 
number  of  options:  scholarships,  confer- 
ences, professorships.  This,  we  believed,  was 
most  appropriate." 

Dr.  Erskine  Clark,  an  administrator  at 
CTS,  which  is  located  in  Decatur,  Ga., 
talked  about  what  Harrington  had  always 


referred  to  as  his  "happy  memories"  as  a 
seminary  student.  Clark  also  mentioned  the 
relationship  that  Harrington  had  with  Dr.  J. 
McDowell  Richards,  a  longtime  Columbia 
professor. 

"Frank  shared  his  belief  that  prepara- 
tion of  a  person  for  the  ministry  is  critical 
for  the  life  of  the  church,"  Clark  said,  noting 
that  the  Harrington  Prize  winner's  presence 
as  a  visiting  lecturer  will  provide  invaluable 
interaction  with  seminary  students  —  and 
that  would  please  the  award's  namesake 
immensely. 

The  Rev.  Steve  Bacon,  who  has  been 
on  staff  at  Peachtree  Church  for  a  number  of 
years,  reminded  the  audience  that  while  the 
outside  world  sees  Harrington's  legacy  as 
having  built  the  largest  congregation  in  the 
PCUSA  denomination,  the  late  senior 
minister  didn't  see  it  that  way. 

"We  never  received  a  'number'  into 
membership  here,"  Bacon  said.  "We  only 
received  people." 

As  such,  he  continued,  the  recipient  of 
the  Harrington  Prize  will  he  a  reminder  that 
what  really  matters  is  the  individual  person 
and  the  impact  he  or  she  can  make  in  the 
life  of  the  church  and  the  lives  ot  others. 
Bacon  said  that  the  program  will  bring  to 
Peachtree  Church  a  person  whose  gifts  can 
inspire  and  energize  the  congregation. 

"I  don't  believe  we  could  have  come  up 
with  a  more  appropriate  way  to  remember 
Frank  Harrington,"  he  said. 

Like  Clark  and  Bacon  before  him, 
Griffith  sees  wonderful  opportunities  in 
having  the  Harrington  Prize  winner  spend 
time  at  the  three  institutions. 

"At  PC,  we're  most  excited  about  what 
this  can  do  for  our  students  as  they  interact 
with  a  person  of  this  caliber,"  he  said. 

The  Harrington  Prize  will  be  awarded 
based  on  nominations  submitted  to  a 
selected  committee  composed  of  representa- 
tives from  the  three  participating  institu- 
tions and  a  representative  of  the  Harrington 
family.  Recipients  may  be  pastors,  teachers, 
authors,  missionaries,  evangelists,  or  other 
leaders  of  Christian  faith  and  service. 
Nominations  will  be  secured  through 
solicitation  letters  sent  to  religious  organiza- 
tions, leaders  and  scholars,  presidents  of 
colleges,  universities  and  theological 
schools,  and  publishers  or  editors,  as  well  as 
through  advertising  in  church  periodicals. 

The  inaugural  recipient  will  he  selected 
in  2001. 


Rewarding 
his  legacy

Throughout  his  life,  my  father 
had  a  lively  curiosity  about  people 
who  were  good  at  what  they  did.  As  a 
young  minister,  he  wrote  letters  to  ask 
advice  and  wisdom  from  older  people 
in  the  faith  to  try  and  hone  his  own 
skills.  He  always  wanted  to  find  a 
more  excellent  way  to  do  the  work  of 
God. 

During  his  ministry,  he  be- 
friended people  who  had  exceptional 
gifts  and  dreams  and  who  attempted 
and  succeeded  in  bringing  them  to  life 
for  God's  glory.  He  encouraged  and 
built  them  up,  and  often  invited  them 
to  come  to  his  church  and  speak  of 
their  work.  Far  from  being  jealous  of 
other's  achievements,  he  was  touched 
and  encouraged  by  their  success. 

As  my  father  grew  older,  he  was 
the  person  many  turned  to  receive  the 
fruits  of  his  long  years  in  the  ministry, 
and  he  was  always  glad  to  share  what 
he  had  learned:  how  to  be  a  good 
pastor,  how  to  make  a  church  grow 
and  reach  out,  how  to  preach  a 
sermon  people  want  and  need  tqH 
how  to  approach  a  stewardship 
or  a  building  program. 

"If  you  knew  you  could  nt 
what  would  you  do  for  Jesus  C 
was  a  question  that  spurred  my 


Harrington  Prize,  we  hope  to 
recognize  and  encourage  people  like 
my  father,  leaders  of  energy,  wisdom, 
and  inspiring  achievement  for  the 
church  of  Jesus  Christ,  who  have 
been  courageous  and  ardent  in  their 
desire  to  make  the  dreams  of  God 
come  true. 

As  members  of  his  family,  we 
know  how  much  he  loved  and  desired 
the  best  for  Peachtree  Presbyterian, 
Presbyterian  College,  and  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary.  We  think  he 
would  be  happy  to  have  these 
institutions  he  loved  so  much  be 
offered  an  opportunity  to  hear  from 
the  best  of  Christian  leadership  and 
achievement  today.  The  prize  will 
perpetuate  the  exchange  of  ideas, 
thoughts,  wisdom,  and  faith  that 
energized  him  so.  It  will  expose 
parishioners,  college,  and  seminary 
students  to  wise  and  passionate 
leaders  of  faith,  perhaps  inspiring 
them  to  further  God's  kingdom 
themselves  in  ways  they  never 
contemplated. 

My  father's  legacy,  through  this 
prize,  will  continually  challenge 
people  of  distinction  to  answer  that 
question,  "If  you  knew  you  could  not 
fail,  what  would  you  do  for  Jesus 
Christ?"

The  representatives  of  Presbyterian 
College,  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church, 
and  Columbia  Seminar^'  who  worked  long 
hours  to  create  an  appropriate  tribute  to  the 
late  Frank  Harrington  never  had  any  doubts 
about  one  aspect  of  this  project. 

He  would  be  extremely  pleased  that  the 
recognition  came  from  the  three  places 
about  which  he  was  most  passionate. 

"1  think  it  is  an  exciting,  bold,  and 
unique  concept,"  said  Ruth  Ann  Skinner  of 
Atlanta,  an  elder  at  Peachtree  Presbyterian 
Church  and  a  former  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  at  Presbyterian  College.  "I  can 
just  see  Frank  Harrington  smiling  at  the 
collaborative  effort  of  the  three  institutions 
that  he  loved  the  best.  What  a  great  legacy 
he  left,  and  this  will  be  such  an  exciting 
experience  for  the  recipient  each  year.  I 
believe  anybody  would  be  thrilled  to  be 
honored  in  this  manner." 

Harrington,  who  became  senior 
minister  at  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church 
in  1972,  was  a  1957  graduate  of  PC  and 
served  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
from  1982  until  his  death.  He  earned  the 
Master  of  Divinity  degree  from  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary  in  1960  and  the 
Master  of  Theology  degree  in  1961,  and  he 
ser\'ed  as  a  member  of  Columbia's  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  Harringvun  Prize  will  be  among 
the  most  significant  .iwards  in  religion, 
following  the  Templercn  For.ndation  Prize 
for  Progress  in  Religion  and  the  Graweiunyer 
Award  in  Religion,  presented  bv  rhe 
University  of  Louisville. 

"It  will  be  one  ot  the  ia. 
its  type  to  recognise  preaching,'  r.^J  I):. 
John  Griffith,  president  of  PC,  the  person 
credited  with  envisioning  the  orit;in;il 


concept.  "We  researched  what  type  of  pri:es 
are  available  to  acknowledge  leadership  in 
the  Christian  faith.  There  are  several,  but 
none  that  focuses  on  preaching  and  building 
the  local  congregation. 

"I  believe  this  project  will  make  a 
significant  contribution  to  the  advancement 
of  Christian  ministry  by  lifting  up  the  parish 
ministry  as  central  to  the  future  of  God's 
Kingdom,"  Griffith  said. 

The  Rev.  Stephen  A.  Bacon,  associate 
pastor  at  Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church, 
said  the  award  well  reflects  the  man  for 
whom  it  is  named. 

"Dr.  Harrington  was  an  avid  reader 
with  a  great  curiosity  and  interest  in  all 
fields  of  human  learning,"  Bacon  said. 
"These  interests  were  reflected  in  his 
preaching  and  in  his  friendships  with  people 
across  the  country  and  around  the  world.  He 
also  was  a  person  of  great  achievement  m 
ministry.  These  interests  and  accomplish- 
ments are  supremely  recognized  in  a  prize 
which  will  call  attention  to  and  give 
recognition  to  other  persons  of  high 
achievement  and  broad  interests." 

Dr.  Douglas  Oldenburg,  who  retired  in 
June  as  president  of  Columbia  Theological 
Seminar^'  in  Decatur,  Ga.,  is  especially  excited 
about  the  benefits  that  will  come  to  Peachtree 
Church,  PC,  and  Columbia  as  the  recipient 
conducts  his  or  her  residency  each  year. 

"The  impact  of  the  lecturer/preacher/ 
theologian-in-residence  will  not  only 
remind  us  of  the  wonderful  legacy  of  Dr. 


Harrington,  but  also  expose  our  students  and 
faculty  to  other  models  of  Christian 
leadership,"  he  said. 

Bacon  said  the  Peachtree  Presbyterian 
Church  family  will  also  benefit  greatly  from 
the  residency. 

"The  establishment  ot  the  Harrington 
Prize  and  its  annual  presentation  will  give 
Peachtree  a  continuing  opportunity  to  know 
and  be  associated  with  persons  who  share 
with  Dr.  Harrington  outstanding  accom- 
plishment in  their  chosen  vocation,"  he 
said. 

Oldenburg  said  that  this  award  is  an 
appropriate  way  to  honor  Harrington's 
singular  contributions  to  the  Christian 
Church,  his  denomination,  and  the  three 
institutions  that  he  most  cherished. 

"Dr.  Harrington's  most  lasting  legacy  to 
the  PCUSA  will  be  his  leadership  and 
dex'elopment  of  a  great  congregation,  and 
his  commitment  to  Reformed  evangelism, 
church  growth,  and  new  church  develop- 
ment. He  helped  remind  our  denomination 
of  the  central  place  they  should  have  in  the 
mission  of  the  church,"  he  said. 

"I  know  of  no  one  more  worthy  of 
having  an  award  of  this  kind  established  in 
his  honor  and  memory  than  Dr.  Frank 
Harrington.  It  is  only  fitting  that  these  three 
institutions  should  join  together  in  estab- 
lishing this  award  as  an  expression  of  our 
gratitude  to  God  for  his  faithful  and 
generous  service  to  us."

Honorary  degrees 
given  to  Gault,  Crocker

If  a  "Survivor"  series  were  filmed  on  the 
campus  of  Presbyterian  College,  President 
John  Griffith  told  a  filled  Belk  Auditorium 
during  Opening  Convocation  on  Sept.  5, 
Rich  wouldn't  win. 

The  12P'  academic  year  officially 
began  at  PC  as  Griffith  focused  on  honor 
and  integrity  in  his  convocation  address, 
"Silly  Putty  Experiences,"  and  two  PC 
alumni  and  longtime  community  leaders 
received  honorary  degrees. 

Calhoun  F.  (Cally)  Gault,  a  1948 
graduate  of  PC,  and  Claude  A.  Crocker,  a 
1950  graduate,  received  honorary  Doctor  of 
Public  Service  degrees.  Gault,  a  true  Blue 
Hose  legend,  coached  the  PC  football  team 
tor  22  seasons  and  served  as  director  of 
athletics  for  31  years.  Crocker  gave  up  a 
promising  Major  League  Baseball  career 
with  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  to  return  to  his 
boyhood  home  in  1949  as  a  PC  coach  and  a 
Clinton  Mills  executive,  and  he  went  on  to 
become  a  leader  in  the  textile  industry  and 
civic  affairs. 

A  third  individual  also  was  honored 
during  Opening  Convocation  as  Dr.  Jack  R. 
Presseau,  who  served  as  professor  of 


Christian  Education  from  1965  to  1998,  was 
named  the  recipient  of  the  second  annual 
Martha  Anne  Green  Award  for  Service  to 
Church  and  College. 

With  bagpipes  leading  the  faculty 
procession  into  Belk  Auditorium,  seniors 
taking  their  rightful  place  in  the  center 
section  of  the  audience,  and  the  freshmen 
and  transfers  welcomed  into  the  fold, 
Griffith  described  honor  and  integrity  as 
core  values  of  the  PC  community,  and  he 
contrasted  the  ethos  on  this  campus  with 
what  America  television  viewers  observed 
during  the  recent  "Survivor"  show  in  which 
16  individuals  competed  on  a  deserted 
island  for  a  $1  million  prize. 

Griffith  noted  that  Rich,  the  ultimate 
winner  ot  the  "Survivor"  series,  was 
described  as  a  man  who  "developed  and 
betrayed  alliances,  (and)  schemed  without 
making  significant  personal  contact."  If  a 
"Survivor"  series  were  staged  at  PC  and 
called  "Blue  Hose  Time,"  he  said,  the 
outcome  would  be  decidedly  different. 

"1  am  afraid  there  is  little  room  for  Rich 
at  PC,"  he  said.  "At  least  he  wouldn't  win  a 
million  dollars  here.  At  PC,  our  script 
allows  for  all  of  us  to  be  winners  in  the 
integrity/knowledge/Truth  game.  The 
expectation  here  is  that  we  all  have  a  role  to 
play  in  maintaining  the  integrity  ot  our 
community." 

Integrity  is  a  theme  that  PC  will 


The  presentation  of  honorary  degrees  has,  in 
recent  years,  hecome  an  important  part  of 
Opening  Convocation  ceremonies  at  PC. 
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emphasize  throughout  this  academic  year, 
Griffith  said,  including  this  year's  Russell 
Program  series,  "Integrity  and  the  Media" 
(seepage  9). 

"1  would  like  us  to  set  as  an  objective 
for  this  academic  year  a  thorough  and 
systematic  examination  of  our  commitment 
to  integrity  as  the  organizing  core  value  of 
our  community,"  he  said.  "Today  is  the 
ceremonial  start  of  our  new  academic  year.

'Media  and  Integrity' 


Former  GOP  presidential  candidate  Alan  Keyes  kicks  off 
year-long  Russell  Program  series  with  impassioned  address

Alan  Keyes  has  a  simple  message  for 
voters  who  may  be  awaiting  a  debate 
between  George  W.  Bush  and  Al  Gore  — 
listen  instead  to  the  country's  leaders  from 
224  years  ago. 

Keyes,  perhaps  best  known  for  his 
efforts  to  win  the  Republican  nomination 
for  President  m  1996  and  2000,  kicked  off 
Presbyterian  College's  year-long  Russell 
Program  series  on  "Integrity  and  the  Media" 
when  he  spoke  to  a  packed  Belk  Auditorium 
on  Sept.  12  on  "Integrity,  Media,  and 
Politics." 

PC  President  John  Griffith  said  that 
the  year-long  focus  on  integrity  and  how  it 
shapes  —  and  is  shaped  by  —  the  media  fits 
in  well  with  the  focus  that  he  plans  tor  the 
academic  year. 

"Integrity  is  the  theme  1  am  setting  for 
the  academic  year,"  he  said.  "I  often  refer  to 
the  six  core  values  of  PC,  and  integrity  is 
one  of  those.  It  is  the  glue  that  holds 
together  all  that  we  value  about  this  place. 
Integrity  is  a  way  of  life  at  PC  that  we 
passionately  guard  to  ensure  the  quality, 
value,  and  truth  of  all  that  we  do." 

Keyes,  who  served  as  U.S.  ambassador 
to  the  United  Nations  Social  and  Economic 
Council  in  the  Reagan  Administration, 
made  unsuccessful  bids  for  the  GOP 
presidential  nomination  in  1996  and  2000. 
A  frequent  television  and  radio  commenta- 
tor who  received  his  Ph.D.  in  government 
from  Harvard  University,  Keyes  is  the 
author  of  two  books,  "Our  Character,  Our 
Future"  (1996)  and  "Masters  of  the  Dream" 
(1995). 

He  urged  the  PC  audience  to  recognize 
the  inalienable  rights  written  in  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  —  words  that 
he  said  are  being  ignored  by  many  leaders 
and  citizens  today. 

"You  may  have  heard  that,  due  to 
natural  processes,  the  words  on  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence  are  fading.  And  you

may  think  that  there  are 
people  working  to 
preserve  the  words  on 
that  document,"  Keyes 
said.  "But  1  think  they're 
just  as  happy  to  see  some 
of  those  words  fade. 

"There  is  a  certain 
amount  of  ambiguity  and 
pompousness  that 
characterizes  the  ap- 
proach of  almost  every 
American  public  leader 
when  it  comes  to  issues  of 
integrity,  ethics,  and 
morality....  In  politics,  it's 
much  easier  to  think 
about  how  you  can  stay  in 
office  —  stay  in  power  — 
rather  than  think  about 
how  people  can  be  free." 

Keyes  has  shared  his 
conservative  message  as  a  diplomat, 
educator,  and  citizen  activist,  but  he  has  also 
used  various  media  to  share  his  thoughts. 
An  author,  educator,  and  television  and 
radio  commentator,  he  said  the  media  must 
be  accountable  for  telling  the  truth. 

"The  media  have  difficulty  in  playing 
the  role  that  in  some  abstract  sense  they  are 
still  expected  to  play  —  that  they  are  going 
to  give  you  the  news  and  what  is  important. 
That  implies  that  there  will  be  some 
measure  of  truth,  doesn't  it?  But  truth  no 
longer  exists  as  a  principle  in  their  profes- 
sion." 

Another  Harvard-educated  scholar  will 
also  address  the  topic  of  "Integrity  and  the 
Media"  when  lecturer  and  writer  Cornel 
West  speaks  at  an  II  a.m.  convocation  on 
Tuesday,  Nov.  14. 

The  Alphonse  E.  Fletcher  Jr.  Univer- 
sity Professor  at  Harvard  and  a  member  of 
the  faculties  of  Divinity  and  Arts  and 
Sciences,  West  focuses  on  topics  ranging 
from  race  and  radical  democracy  to  the 
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Former  ambassador  and  GOP  presidential  candidate  Alan 
Keyes  gave  an  impassioned  address  on  the  topic  of  "Integrity 
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.American  pragmatic  tradition  and  the  future 
of  the  American  family  He  is  the  author  of 
1 1  books,  including  "Prosphesy  Deliverance: 
An  Afro- American  Revolutionary  Chris- 
tianity" (1982),  "Keeping  Faith"  (1993), 
"Race  Matters"  (1993),  and  "The  War 
Against  Parents"  (with  Sylvia  Ann  Hewlitt 
in  1998). 

West  earned  his  undergraduate  degree 
from  Harvard  and  then  received  his  masters 
and  Ph.D.  degrees  from  Princeton  Univer- 
sity. 

The  15th  annual  Arnold  Symposium, 
to  he  held  Feb.  20-21,  2001,  will  continue 
the  theme  of  "Integrity  and  the  Media"  and 
will  feature  national  political  commentator 
William  Bennett  as  one  of  the  keynote 
speakers.  Bennett,  a  Cabinet  member  in  the 
Reagan  Administration,  is  the  author  of  the 
best-selling  publication,  "The  Book  of 
Virtues."  Also  scheduled  to  take  part  is  Dee 
Dee  Myers,  former  White  House  press 
secretary  for  President  Clinton  who  now 
serves  as  a  political  commentator. 


A  new  home  for 

Blue  Hose  football 


Campaign  committee  begins  work 
to  raise  funds  for  $8.5  million  stadium 


Plans  have  been  approved  for  a  new 
7,500-seat  foothall  stadium  that  will  be 
constructed  on  the  eastern-most  end  of  the 
campus.  The  facility,  designed  by  architect 
John  Jackson  70  of  Sumter,  S.C,  will  be 
situated  against  the  woods  beyond  the 
leftfield  fence  at  the  Blue  Hose  Baseball 
Complex  and  will  continue  the  develop- 
ment of  what  the  campus  master  plan 
designers  called  the  Sports  Plaza. 

The  plans  were  unveiled  at  the  annual 
Scotsman  Club  banquet  on  Sept.  8,  and  the 
campaign  committee  met  the  next  morning 
to  begin  its  work  in  raising  the  $8.55  million 
needed  to  start  construction  on  the  facility. 

The  facility  will  include:  seating  for 
5,500  spectators  on  the  home  side  and  2,000 
on  the  visitor's  side;  a  multi-level  press  box 
with  ample  space  for  concessions,  the 
Scotsman  Club,  VIP  seats,  meeting  rooms, 
restrooms,  and  game-day  operations;  and  a 
field  house  at  one  end  of  the  stadium 
containing  dressing  space  for  the  Blue  Hose 


players,  visiting  team,  and  game  officials. 
The  field  house  will  also  be  used  for  the 
Blue  Hose  baseball  team  in  the  spring. 

The  football  stadium  project  will 
include  the  creation  of  a  new  road  running 
from  Templeton  Physical  Education  Center, 
past  the  baseball  and  football  stadiums,  and 
providing  a  new  entrance  to  the  campus  off 
of  Springdale  Drive.  Parking  and  tailgating 
areas  will  be  located  in  the  grassy  field 
between  the  baseball  complex  and  the 
existing  Maple  Street  exit  off  of  Springdale 
Drive. 

Jackson,  whose  firm  of  Jackson  and 
Sims  has  offices  in  Sumter  and  Columbia, 
S.C.,  is  handling  the  architectural  design, 
while  another  PC  alumnus,  Morgan 
Grimball  74,  is  providing  landscape  design. 
Together  they  have  fashioned  a  stadium  and 
entrance  plaza  that  rival  any  NCAA 
Division  II  venue. 

"Why  do  anything  less  than  the  best! 
That  is  our  approach  to  planning  PC's 
future,"  said  PC  President  John  Griffith. 
"This  stadium  is  well  designed,  consistent 
with  our  architectural  style,  and  appropriate 
to  the  future  we  intend  to  claim  for  the  Blue 
Hose." 

The  completion  of  this  project  will,  in 
turn,  create  space  —  where  the  current 
football  stadium  now  stands  —  for  the 
expansion  of  Springs  Campus  Center. 


New  soccer  stadium 
holds  opening  games

Construction  of  PC's  new  soccer  complex  —  Martin  Stadium  and  Edens  Field 
—  continued  through  the  summer  and  early  fall,  with  all  eyes  on  Saturday,  Oct.  21, 
when  the  opening  games  were  held  as  part  of  a  Parents  Weekend  doubleheader.  All 
Blue  Hose  home  games  until  that  point  had  been  played  on  the  field  known  as 
"The  Ponderosa." 

Coach  Brian  Purcell's  women's  team,  ranked  #8  in  the  NCAA  Division  11 
preseason  poll,  downed  Lander  University,  5-0,  in  the  afternoon  game,  with  the 
men's  team,  under  first-year  coach  and  former  PC  All-America  Bret  Boulware, 
defeating  Catawba  College,  3-0,  under  the  lights.  A  standing-room-only  crowd 
witnessed  both  games.

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Plugging  in  to  new  technology 


Advances  in  campus 
computing  moves  PC 
into  Wired'  spotlight 

Amid  the  towering  oaks,  cream-colored 
columns,  and  quiet  confines  of  a  small- 
college  campus  in  small-town  Clinton,  21"- 
century  technology'  is  making  a  profound 
impact. 

A  major  in  computer  science.  A 
technology  teaching  theater  in  Jacobs  Hall. 
A  web-based  e-mail  system.  An  Internet 
Cafe  in  Springs  Campus  Center  and  a  mini- 
lab  and  print  station  in  the  new  Carol 
International  House.  All  this  and  more 
greeted  students  as  they  arrived  on  campus 
for  the  2000-01  academic  year. 

Just  how  significant  is  the  advancement 
of  technology  on  this  liberal  arts  campus? 
For  the  first  time,  PC  cracked  Yahoo's  listing 
of  100  Most  Wired  Colleges  in  America, 
coming  in  at  *91  for  the  annual  ranking  — 
and  some  of  the  aforementioned  "whi:- 
bang"  additions  to  the  campus  did  not  come 
on-line  until  after  the  Yahoo  survey  was 
completed. 

According  to  Yahoo,  "undergraduates 
are  as  interested  in  a  college's  Net  resources 
as  in  its  curriculum  or  social  life.  Schools  are 
as  boastful  of  powerful  network  infrastruc- 
tures as  of  celebrity  professors.  And 
prospective  students  are  as  likely  to  take  a 
college  tour  virtually  as  in  person."  Among 
the  criteria  Yahoo  based  its  rankings  on 
include  whether  the  institution:  allows 
prospective  students  to  apply  electronically; 
allows  students  to  reserve  library  books 
electronically;  offers  web-based  registration; 
offers  web-based  drop/add;  provides  eight- 
'  :    rt,  seven  days  a 


week;  offers  high-speed  access  in  all 
classrooms;  offers  some  wireless  access  on 
campus. 

For  PC,  the  appropriate  integration  of 
technology  into  a  liberal  arts  environment 
has  been  a  cornerstone  of  the  strategic  plan 
set  in  motion  when  President  John  Griffith 
arrived  on  campus  in  January-  of  1998.  The 
progress  might  appear  rapid,  but  it  has  not 
come  without  serious  discussion  and 
deliberation. 

A  major  factor  in  PC's  recent  advances 
in  technology  was  the  $1.5  million  gift 
given  in  the  spring  of  1999  by  Campbell  B. 
Lanier  111,  a  1972  graduate  of  PC  who  is 
chairman  and  chief  operating  officer  of  ITC 
Holding,  a  diversified  telecommunications 
holding  company  headquartered  in  West 
Point,  Ga.,  and  by  William  H.  Scott,  who 
graduated  in  1969  and  serves  as  ITC's 
president. 

The  Lanier- Scott  Endowment  has  had 
a  profound  impact  on  personnel,  program- 
ming, and  equipment  needs  over  the  past 
year.  It  made  possible  the  presence  on 
campus  last  year  of  technology  consultant 
Wayne  Smith,  who  completed  his  doctoral 
work  this  summer  and  has  joined  the  faculty 
as  an  assistant  professor  of  computer  science 
—  just  as  that  discipline  has  moved  from 


PC  also  recognized 
by  U.S.  News  for  gains 

The  2000  edition  of  U.S.  News 
and  World  Report's  higher  education 
guide,  "America's  Best  Colleges,"  also 
had  good  reviews  for  Presbyterian 
College. 

PC,  one  of  the  168  schools  in  the 
national  liberal  arts  category,  moved  up 
from  the  third  tier  to  the  second  tier  in 
this  edition.  The  rankings  focus  on 
various  measurements  ranging  from 
academic  resources  and  admissions 
selectivity  to  financial  support  and  peer 
recognition. 

being  a  minor  course  of  study  at  PC  to  a 
major.  This  year,  Lanier-Scott  funds  have 
enabled  PC  to  hire  an  academic  computing 
technician,  Rob  Howiler,  who  will  focus  on 
computers  in  the  academic  labs  and  faculty 
offices  and  will  be  the  primary  source  for 
repairing  equipment  and  assisting  faculty 
with  the  mechanics  ot  operating  computer 
hardware  and  software. 

Perhaps  the  most  noticeable  result  of 
the  Lanier-Scott  Endowment  is  the 
technology  teaching  theater  created  this 
summer  on  the  first  floor  of  Jacobs  Hall.  At 
a  cost  ot  about  $130,000,  a  traditional 
chalkboard-and-desk  classroom  was 
transformed  into  a  multimedia  lab  in  which 
24  student  computer  stations  are  networked 
with  the  instructor's  computer  so,  for  the 
first  time  on  the  PC  campus,  the  professor 
can  actually  see  the  work  that  a  particular 
student  is  doing  in  class.  If  that  student  is 
struggling  with  a  computer-based  exercise, 
the  professor  can  determine  where  the 
problem  lies,  or  if  he  or  she  has  done  an 
especially  outstanding  job  with  the  assign- 
ment, the  professor  can  even  project  it  onto 
the  ceiling-to-floor  screen  at  the  front  of  the

class  in  order  to  use  the  work  as  an  example. 

The  teaching  theater  is  also  equipped 
with  a  SmartBoard,  a  large  white  instruction 
board  at  the  front  of  the  room  tied  into  the 
computer  system.  An  instructor  or  student 
can  write  on  that  board,  and  it  is  projected 
onto  the  screen.  Notes  made  by  a  professor 
on  the  board  can  be  printed  as  a  handout  or 
saved  to  a  campus  server  so  the  students  can 
refer  to  them  at  a  later  date  when  studying 
in  their  residence  hall  rooms.  The 
SmartBoard  can  also  be  used  to  highlight 
images  being  projected  on  the  large  screen 
in  the  front  of  the  room,  similar  to  the 
Telestrator  device  used  in  recent  years  by 
TV  sports  analysts. 

Other  features  include  an  Elmo 
electronic  document  camera  to  project 
opaque  materials  onto  the  screen,  a 
videocassette  recorder,  a  high-quality  sound 
system,  and  access  to  the  campus  satellite 
system  housed  in  the  media  center  in 
Thomason  Library. 

Norman  Scarborough,  associate 
professor  of  business  administration,  was  one 
of  the  faculty  members  who  first  proposed 
such  a  teaching  lab,  and  he  is  excited  about 
its  possibilities. 

"We  were  talking  with  a  multimedia 
consultant  earlier  in  the  summer  when  this 
classroom  was  being  created,  and  he  was 
asked  if  anybody  else  out  there  was  doing 
anything  like  this  on  college  campuses.  His 
answer  was  no,"  Scarborough  said.  "It's 
modeled  after  a  corporate  training  room,  so 
we  believe  it  will  be  ideal  for  business 
applications.  This  is  wonderful  for  interac- 
tive teaching,  so  we  think  this  will  change 
the  way  we  teach  for  the  better.  For  this  fall 
semester,  we  have  eight  classes  scheduled  for 
that  classroom:  four  in  business  and  four  in 
computer  science." 

The  first  students  to  experience  the 
wonders  of  the  Jacobs  classroom  were,  in 
fact,  teachers  attending  PC's  second  annual 
Teaching  and  Technology  Institute  held  in 
July  (see  page  21).  A  total  of  50  elementary, 
middle,  and  high  school  teachers  from  across 
South  Carolina  each  spent  a  week  learning 
how  to  incorporate  technological  tools  into 
their  everyday  teaching,  and  Scarborough 
couldn't  have  been  happier  with  the  results. 

"The  equipment  was  virtually  flawless," 
he  said.  "The  teachers  raved  about  the 
equipment.  Our  evaluations  rated  various 
aspects  of  the  Teaching  and  Technology 
Institute  from  1  to  10,  and  the  equipment 
got  a  perfect  10  —  every  one  of  the  50 
teachers  gave  it  the  highest  score  possible." 


What's  new  in  technology  at  PC? 

•  Listing  in  Yahoo's  "100  Most  Wired"  liberal  arts  colleges. 

PC  made  the  list  this  year  at  91,  and  continued  advances  in  technology 
should  result  in  a  jump  in  those  rankings  next  year  and  beyond.

Freshmen  entering  this  tall  will  be  able  to  major  in  computer  science. 

•  Hiring  of  an  academic  computer  technician. 

Rob  Howiler  joined  the  academic  staff  at  PC  in  July  and  is  responsible  for 
the  operation  of  the  computers  in  the  academic  labs  and  faculty  offices.  His 
position  is  being  funded  by  the  Lanier-Scott  Endowment. 

•  Installation  of  new  teaching  lab  in  Jacobs  Hall. 

The  Jacobs  Teaching  Technology  Theater  is  the  first  on  campus  to  allow 
the  instructor  to  select  any  student's  screen  and  display  it  for  the  entire  class. 

•  Replacement  of  the  lab  in  Richardson  Hall. 

All  of  the  computers  in  Richardson  will  support  both  MacOS  and 
Windows  98. 

•  New  video/computer  projects  in  classrooms. 

Several  older  projectors  are  being  replaced  with  newer,  brighter  models. 

•  Mini-lab  and  print  station  in  Carol  International  House. 

Carol  International  House  has  four  computers  and  a  network-attached 
printer.  It  also  has  numerous  jacks  in  public  areas  for  students  to  plug  in  their 
notebook  computers. 

•  Course  Management  System  trials. 

Academic  computing  staff  will  be  running  a  test  of  a  web-based  course 
enhancement  program,  with  the  goal  of  having  several  courses  enhanced  with 
on-line  content  by  the  spring  of  2001. 

•  Hiring  of  a  Director  of  Administrative  Computing. 

Sherry  Johnson  joined  the  administration  in  October  to  help  PC  move 
more  information  from  our  administrative  computing  system  onto  the  web,  such 
as  departmental  budgets  and  grades. 

•  Web-based  e-mail  system. 

The  fall  semester  began  with  a  new  web-based  e-mail  system  available  for 
all  students,  faculty,  and  staff. 

•  Upgrade  of  our  link  to  the  internet. 

PC  recently  doubled  the  speed  of  its  connection  to  the  Internet,  from 
1.544  Mbps  to  3  Mbps  (going  from  a  single  Tl  line  to  two  Tl  lines). 

•  Web  committees  at  work. 

The  public  relations  office  has  convened  groups  to  plan  advances  to  our 
:    public  web  site  —  such  as  live  webcasts  of  selected  cultural  and  sporting  events 
—  and  to  craft  an  overall  architecture,  look,  and  feel  for  a  PC  "intranet."

Formerly  Calhoun's,  this  house  was  renovated  over  the  summer  with  the

•  Internet  Cafe  in  Springs  Campus  Center.

"1  can't  believe  I'm  standing  here 
receiving  this  recognition,  my  second  honor 
from  Presbyterian  College.

I 
chose  the  latter  —  all  of  $200. 1  used  it  to  go 


to  secretarial  school  while  living  with  an  uncle 
and  his  family  in  Augusta. 

"I  went  to  work  for  $12  a  week  minus 
deductions  —  and  no  help  from  family.  My 
uncle  was  transferred,  and  I  found  a  place  to 
live  for  $7  a  week  with  three  meals  a  day.  Later 
I  worked  for  $125  a  month;  this  was  during 
World  War  II. 

"While  working  I  met  the  most  wonderful 
man  in  the  world.  We've  been  married  55 
years.  He  has  supported  all  of  my  interests  in 
taking  art  lessons,  interior  design  courses, 
organ  lessons,  and  gardening. 

"I'm  thrilled  to  know  many  students  will 
benefit  from  our  gift  to  Presbyterian  College.

Disasa  receives 
state  education  honor 

Dr.  Jerman  Disasa,  director  of  special 
projects  at  Presbyterian  College  and  the  man 
who  has  led  the  CHAMPS  program  since  its 
beginning  five  years  ago,  was  named  a  "Friend  of 
Education"  by  the  South  Carolina  Association 
for  Supervision  and  Curriculum  Development. 

The  award  was  presented  at  the 
organization's  annual  meeting  on  May  5  in  North 
Charleston  and  was  the 
result  of  a  nomination  by 
Laurens  County  School 
I      Districts  55  and  56. 
I      Officials  of  both  school 
districts  and  Presbyterian 
College  took  part  in  the 
presentation. 

"The  director  of 
the  CHAMPS  program  is 
Dr.  Jerman  Disasa        Dr.  Jerman  Disasa,  a 
champion  of  Laurens 
County  and  everyone's  friend,"  the  nomination 
read.  "He  operates  daily  on  the  idea  that  we 
'possess,  in  this  county,  a  treasure  of  willing 
hearts  and  creative  minds  which  cannot  he 
measured  in  monetary  value' ...  Dr.  Disasa  is  an 
inspiration  to  all  of  us  —  our  friend,  our 
champion  for  children." 

CHAMPS  —  which  stands  for  Communi- 
ties Helping,  Assisting,  and  Motivating 
Promising  Students  —  is  a  partnership  among 
the  schools,  PC,  and  the  Laurens  County 
Chamber  of  Commerce  that  each  year  identifies 
30  rising  seventh  graders  who,  with  the  support 
of  individuals  and  organizations  throughout  the 
county,  show  exceptional  academic  promise.  The 
students  remain  in  the  program  throughout  their 
public  school  years,  attending  summer  and 
weekend  classes  for  four  years  and  then  working 
in  internships  as  juniors  and  seniors  in  high 
school. 

Disasa  came  to  PC  during  the  summer  of 
1994  and  the  public  announcement  of  CHAMPS 
was  made  in  January  of  1995.  The  first  class 
attended  the  two-week  summer  experience  on 
the  PC  campus  six  months  later;  that  group  of 
students  are  now  high  school  seniors. 

While  all  the  other  SCASCD  award 


recipients  had  been  notified  in  advance  of  their 
selection,  the  Friend  of  Education  award  had 
remained  a  secret.  As  Dr.  Vickie  Phelps, 
superintendent  of  District  56,  explained  to  the 
audience,  Disasa  came  to  the  banquet  thinking 
that  the  CHAMPS  program  was  to  be  honored. 

"It  was  the  only  way  we  could  have  gotten 
him  here,"  she  said  as  the  surprised  honoree 
stood  beside  her.  "If  we  had  told  him  that  he  was 
to  be  honored,  he  would  have  insisted  that  the 
focus  be  on  CHAMPS  —  that's  the  kind  of 
person  he  is." 

Disasa,  a  native  of  Ethiopia,  obtained 
elementary  and  secondary  education  from 
Presbyterian  mission  schools.  He  earned  a  B.A. 
degree  from  Sterling  College,  an  M.S.  degree 
from  Emporia  State  University,  and  his  Ph.D.

'Southerners  are  still  more  likely  to  view 
extramarital  sex  as  always  wrong,  and  ...  express 
more  support  for  traditional  gender  roles  in  the 
family."

Business  class  visits 
Mexico  for  May  study

No,  it  wasn't  the  typical  summer  vacation. 

Fourteen  PC  students  traveled  to 
Guadalejara,  Mexico,  in  May  with  Drs.  Jody 
Lipford  and  Jerry  Slice  of  the  business  adminis- 
tration and  economics  department  in  a  trip 
tailored  by  the  Center  for  Study  and  Foreign 
Students,  a  branch  of  the  University  of 
Guadalejara. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Maymester 
experience,  of  course,  was  academic  in  nature, 
with  Lipford  teaching  a  course  on  international 
trade  with  an  emphasis  on  Mexico  and  Slice 
teaching  a  special  topics  course  on  the  Mexican

economy.  Daily  lectures  hy  the  two TC  professors 
as  well  as  Mexican  scholars  also  focused  on 
subjects  such  as  NAFTA  and  the  political  system 
of  Mexico. 

When  the  group  wasn't  in  the  classroom, 
the  students  were  busy  touring  Mexico  with 
weekend  ttips  to  Guanajuato  —  a  silver  mining 
town  approximately  four  hours  west  of 
Guadalejara  with  architecture  similar  to  that  of 
Spain  —  and  Puerta  Vallatta,  where  the  group 
had  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  both  the  mountains 
and  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

Slice  and  Lipfotd  organized  the  trip  because 
of  their  conviction  that  PC  students  should 
experience  other  cultures,  and  Guadalejata  was 
selected  because  it  is  the  country's  second-largest 
city  and  is  considered  the  Silicon  Valley  of 
Mexico. 

The  developing  country  of  Mexico  is 
currently  the  third-largest  trading  partner  with 
the  United  States,  Lipford  pointed  out,  with 
hundreds  of  U.S.  companies  in  Mexico  —  560 
sites  in  Guadalejara  alone. 

The  PC  professors  were  also  aiming  to 
teach  the  students  about  the  political  and 
economic  instability  of  Mexico  and  the 
challenge  of  international  business. 

The  people  of  Mexico  left  a  positive 
impression  on  the  group. 

"They're  the  friendliest,  most  hospitable 
people  1  have  ever  met,"  Slice  said,  noting  that 
the  group  had  the  opportunity  to  spend  the 
evening  in  the  homes  of  host  families. 

Megan  Pafford,  a  junior  from  Snellville, 
Ga.,  said  she  learned  that  the  priorities  of 


Mexicans  are  with  their  families  as  opposed  to 
their  work.  The  group  witnessed  this,  she  said, 
when  a  guest  lecturer  cancelled  his  lecture 
because  of  family  business.  Pafford  also  said  the 
lifestyle  of  people  in  Mexico  is  much  different 
than  in  the  United  States  and  Europe,  and  she 
learned  about  misconceptions  of  the  U.S.  and 
Mexico  —  for  instance,  Americans  typical! 
picture  Mexicans  in  sombreros,  which  they  rarely 
wear,  while  Mexicans  picture  Americans  runnmg 
around  wearing  cowboy  hats. 

PC  Students  take  part 
in  S.C.ETV  program 

Three  PC  political  science  majors  offered 
their  insights  and  opinions  about  the  2000 
presidential  race  during  a  South  Carolina 
Educational  Television  program  broadcast  in  July. 

"Test  of  Political  Fitness"  featured  a  panel 
made  up  of  Katie  Fowler,  a  rising  junior  from 
Columbia,  S.C.,  Kevin  Hales,  a  rising  senior 
from  Bennettsville,  S.C.,  and  Jason  Purvis,  a  May 
graduate  from  Darlington,  B.C.  The  program  - 
hosted  by  Reid  Buckley  of  Camden,  S.C.,  the 
younger  brother  of  legendary  conservative 
commentator  William  F.  Buckley  Jr.  —  examined 
the  candidacies  of  the  two  major  parry  nominees, 
George  W.  Bush  and  Al  Gore,  and  their  chief 
rivals  during  the  primary  season.  Republican 
John  McCain  and  Democrat  Bill  Bradley.  During 
the  spring  semester,  the  three  PC  students  had 
taken  a  course  called  "Presidential  Primaries  and 
the  Media,"  which  included  a  trip  to  New 
Hampshire  to  observe  the  final  four  campaign 
days  leading  up  to  that  state's  Feb.  2  primary. 

"I  can  tell  you  that  our  students,  who  were 
introduced  as  'budding  young  political  scientists 
from  Presbyterian  College,'  were  absolutely 
superb,"  said  Dr.  David  Gillespie,  vice  president 
for  academic  affairs  and,  himself,  a  member  of 
the  political  science  faculty.

Research  examines  Intemets  impact  on  banking

When  it  comes  to  childhood  memories  of  banking,  many  from  the  "Baby  Boomer"  generation 
recall  receiving  a  lollipop  from  a  friendly  teller.  Those  from  the  "Generation  X"  era,  however,  recall 
receiving  beeps  from  an  automated  teller  machine. 

Now  that  both  generations  are  responsible  for  their  own  banking,  have  they  found  harmony 
through  technology? 

That  was  a  question  posed  by  recent  PC  honors  graduate  Mark  Guthrie,  who  enlisted  the  help 
of  495  PC  alumni  to  discover  the  answer  for  his  honors  research  paper,  "Financial  Services  on  the 
Digital  Frontier."  Guthrie  polled  the  alumni  —  both  Baby  Boomers  and  Generation  Xers  —  to 
discover  how  different  generations  use  technology  in  banking  and  investing. 

"The  Internet  and  banking  have  always  been  subjects  of  interest  for  me.   In  high  school,  1  got 
interested  in  the  stock  market  and  began  investing,"  said  Guthrie.  "When  I  started  my  honors 
research,  I  knew  I  was  going  to  look  for  a  career  in  managerial  consulting  or  banking,  and  I  wanted 
to  research  something  applicable  to  my  career  after  graduation.  I've  gained  a  knowledge  that  goes 
beyond  the  classroom,"  Guthrie  continued. 

He  also  gained  an  insight  to  banking,  marketing,  and  technology. 

"Mark  interviewed  bankers  and  researched  dozens  of  articles  and  web  sites  as  he  wrote  the 
background  to  his  study,"  said  Dr.  Suzie  Smith,  professor  of  business  administration.   "He  developed 
a  solid  understanding  of  the  changes  in  the  legal  landscape  and  in  technology  over  the  last  25  years 
which  paved  the  way  for  the  transformations  in  the  financial  services  industry,"  Smith  said. 

Guthrie  polled  PC's  classes  of  1973,  1974,  and  1975,  to  represent  the  Baby  Boomers.  He 
called  on  the  classes  of  1994  and  1995  to  represent  Generation  X. 

"The  survey  results  show  it  is  inaccurate  to  stereotype  Baby  Boomers  as  reluctant  to  use 
Internet  technology,"  he  said.    "Baby  Boomers  in  this  survey  have  as  much  access  to  the  Internet  as 
Generation  Xers.   Both  populations  have  about  97  percent  access  and  there  is  not  enough  statistical 
evidence  to  suggest  Boomers  use  the  Internet  less  to  research  investments.  Relative  to  the  Genera- 
tion Xers,  Boomers  have  taken  on  the  Internet  more  readily  than  ATMs." 

"Mark  has  confirmed  that  the  Internet  is  not  strictly  the  domain  of  the  young,"  Smith  added. 
"Though  the  technology  is  still  fairly  new,  well-educated  Baby  Boomers  in  their  40s  and  50s  are  just 
as  likely  to  research  investments  on  the  web  as  more  recent  college  graduates.   Somewhat  surpris- 
ingly, though,  baby  boomers  were  significantly  more  resistant  to  using  ATMs  than  younger  people, 
although  the  technology  has  been  around  much  longer." 

Guthrie  now  finds  himself  on  the  business  end  of  his  research  —  he  is  working  as  a  commercial 
lender  with  Branch  Banking  &  Trust  Company  in  Winston-Salem,  N.C.  As  a  banking  professional, 
he  remains  mindful  of  the  proper  mix  between  technological  and  personal  service. 

"As  Baby  Boomers  and  Generation  Xers  grow  in  wealth,  we  should  see  a  steady  increase  in  the 
use  of  digital  financial  services,"  he  predicted.  "The  cultural  dependence  on  technology  will  increase 
as  more  people  embrace  technology  and  it  is  further  ingrained  into  our  everyday  actions."

PCs  Third-party  scholar 
gets  numerous  calls

Dr.  David  Gillespie  was  in  the  final  stages  of 
publishing  his  book,  "Politics  at  the  Periphery: 
Third  Parties  in  Tuio-Party  America,"  when  Texas 
billionaire  Ross  Perot  began  the  independent 
presidential 
campaign  in  1992 
that  would 
ultimately  garner 
him  19  percent  of 
the  popular  vote.  As 
the  ominous  press 
deadline  loomed, 
Gillespie  —  a 
member  of  PC's 
political  science 
'(Third  parties)        faculty  since  1979 

-  mounted  a 
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their  ideas . "  on  that  topic.  Little 

Dr.  David  GlLlESriE        did  Gillespie  —  or 
any  other  observers, 
for  that  matter  —  know  that  Perot's  legacy  would 
be  a  Reform  Party  that,  eight  years  later,  would 
implode  with  such  fireworks  that  PC's  resident 
expert  would  be  quoted  by  publications  around 
the  globe  during  the  presidential  campaign. 
A  variety  of  news  organizations  put  in 
phone  calls  to  Gillesnje  --■  who  became  PC's  vice 
president  for  academic  aii'airs  and  dean  of  the 
faculty  in  1998  —  following  the  contentious  and 
chaotic  Reform  Party  convention  ...  or 
conDentioiw,  as  it  turned  out  to  be.  His  comments 
appeared  in  tfie  Chicago  Tribune,  Chriman  Science 
Monitor,  Washington  Post,  Insight  magazine, 
Investor '.s  Business  Daii^,  and  even  on  the  British 
Broadcasting  website,  BBC.com.  He  was  also 


interviewed  for  an  hour  by  a  Danish  reporter  for  socially  liberal,  economically  conservative  ■ 


Politiken,  and  was  invited  to  appear  on  ABC's 
Nightline,  although  scheduling  and  studio 
availability  undermined  that  opportunity. 

Through  it  all,  Gillespie  has  maintained 
that  the  Reform  Party's  once  promising  future 
has  been  all  but  doomed  by  the  competing 
factions  that  gathered  in  Long  Beach,  Calif.,  in 
early  August. 

"There's  a  need  for  a  third  major  party,"  he 
told  the  V7ashington  Post,  describing  the  Reform 
Party  as  "spinning  out  into  oblivion."  He  said 
that  candidate  Pat  Buchanan  was  to  blame  for 
pushing  the  party  to  the  conservative  extreme. 
"Insofar  as  the  party  went  with  him,  it  went  from 
the  militant  center  to  the  right." 

In  the  Chicago  Tribune,  Gillespie  said  that 
he  did  not  expect  to  see  a  Reform  Party  in 
existence  in  the  2004  presidential  election, 
placing  it  in  history's  most  common  category  of 
third  parties,  what  he  called  "the  short-lived 
party." 

"They  tend  to  he  quite  ephemeral  and  are 
like  shooting  stars,"  he  told  the  Tribune.  "They're 
usually  at  the  peak  of  their  popularity  within  the 
first  couple  of  years  of  their  founding.  And  one  of 
the  reasons  they  tend  to  he  ephemeral  is  that  one 
of  the  two  major  parties  steals  their  ideas." 

While  the  Reform  Party's  possible  demise 
will  largely  be  of  its  own  doing,  Gillespie  did 
point  out  to  the  BBC  News  On-line  that  the  two 
major  parties  ha\-e  adopted  some  of  Perot's  early 
issues. 

"(Perot)  focused  in  on  outsider  issues: 
campaign  finance  reform,  drawing  down  on  the 
deficit,"  he  said,  crediting  the  Republican  and 
Democratic  focus  on  reduction  of  the  national 
debt  as  the  Reform  Party's  most  significant 
achievement. 

So  what  does  the  future  hold?  Will  political 
reporters  have  reasons  to  keep  looking  to 
Clinton,  S.C.,  for  insight  and  expertise  on  these 
third-party  upstarts?  If  history  holds  true,  then 
the  answer  is  probably  yes. 

"Ever  since  1992  —  the  'year  of  the 
outsider'  —  polls  have  suggested  that  the 
American  people  want  a  third  party,"  Gillespie 
was  quoted  as  saying  in  Insight.  "Basically  what 
the  voters  have  been  telling  us  is  that  they  are 
tired  of  what  goes  on  inside  the  Washington 
Beltway.  They  believe  power  has  corrupted  the 
'Republicrats'  and  they  want  something  centrist. 


where  most  of  American  people  fall.  1  do  think 
(Green  Party  candidate  Ralph)  Nader, 
Buchanan,  and  (Libertarian  candidate  Harry) 
Browne  are  going  to  get  votes  of  some  Americans 
who  just  want  a  third  major  party.  In  the  long 
run,  those  of  us  who  want  a  third  major  party 
have  a  reason  to  be  optimistic." 

Sigma  Nu  becomes 
important  to  CHAMPS

Cleaning  up  an  adopted  highway.  Compet- 
ing in  campus  intramurals.  Fund-raising  for  a 
worthy  cause.  Presbyterian  College's  Sigma  Nu 
fraternity,  like  all  Greek  organizations  on  college 
campuses,  gets  involved  in  a  variety  of  activities. 
But  it  was  a  new  project  —  Sigma  Nu's  participa- 
tion in  the  CHAMPS  program  —  that,  in  one 
member's  estimation,  has  had  a  profound  impact 
on  the  fraternity. 

CHAMPS  —  an  acronym  for  Communities, 
Helping,  Assisting,  and  Motivating  Promising 
Students  —  is  a  partnership  between  Presbyterian 
College  and  the  Laurens  County  community 
involving  120  local  students  in  grades  seven 
through  10.  After  meeting  with  Dt.  Jerman 
Disasa,  PC's  director  of  special  projects  who  leads 
the  CHAMPS  program,  the  26  brothers  of  PC's 
Sigma  Nu  chapter  decided  they  wanted  to  help. 

Today,  Sigma  Nu  is  the  only  Greek 
organization  involved  with  CHAMPS.  Not  only 
are  the  members  of  the  fraternity  sponsoring  a 
CHAMPS  student  with  a  $600  annual  contribu- 
tion, but  several  Sigma  Nu  members  are 
participating  this  fall  in  the  CHAMPS  tutoring 
program. 

Robbie  Bryan,  a  senior  biology  major  from 
Stone  Mountain,  Ga.,  who  serves  as  chaplain  of 
the  Sigma  Nu  chapter,  says  that  he  has  seen  this 
particular  service  project  change  the  fraternity. 
Bryan,  who  oversees  the  chapter's  community 
service  efforts,  explained  that  current  members  of 
the  fraternity  donated  half  of  the  funds  for  their 
CHAMPS  sponsorship  and  appealed  to  PC's 
Sigma  Nu  alumni  for  the  rest. 

"I've  seen  a  change  in  the  ox'erall  attitude  of 
the  fraternity,  largely  due  to  the  alumni  (involve- 


merit),"  said  Bryan,  one  of  15  PC  students  who 
ser\-ed  as  mentors  for  the  two-week  residential 
program  held  in  June  —  a  role  he  chose,  in  part,  to 
strengthen  the  commitment  ot  Sigma  Nu  to 
CHAMPS. 

He  is  proud  of  the  enthusiasm  that  the 
fratemit\'  members  have  displayed  towards  this  new- 
venture  despite  their  chapter's  small  size  and 
limited  budget,  and  he  would  like  to  see  more 
organizations  become  involved  with  CH^^MPS. 

"In  the  spirit  of  true  service,  we  would  like  to 
offer  our  time  and  abilities  for  whatever  and 
whenever  CHAMPS  may  need  us,"  he  wrote  in  a 
letter  to  Disasa  on  behalf  of  Sigma  Nu.  "Yes, 
consider  us  your  servants.  Each  member  of  our 
fraternity  has  expressed  a  willingness  and 
excitement  to  help  tutor  during  the  year,  and  1 
believe  some  may  apply  to  he  mentors  for  this 
summer." 

Disasa  certainly  shares  that  excitement,  and 
he  envisions  the  Sigma  Nu  involvement  in 
CHAMPS  as  a  model  for  other  organizations. 

"The  fact  that  Robbie  is  in  the  program  is 
going  to  a  big  plus  for  us,  because  he  is  going  to 
be  explaining  to  his  colleagues  about  his  own 
experience,"  Disasa  said.  "What  I'm  looking 
forward  to  is  how  the  fraternity  will  get  involved 
in  mentoring  and  tutoring  in  the  coming  year. 
It's  going  to  be  a  great  way  to  introduce  to  our 
students,  faculty,  and  staff  about  the  benefits  of 
becoming  involved  in  CHAMPS  .  We're  going 
to  be  building  on  this  the  whole  year." 

Summer  institute 
offers  teaching 
with  technology 

The  second  annual  Teaching  and  Technol- 
ogy Institute  brought  more  than  50  elementary, 
middle,  and  high  school  teachers  and  media 
specialists  to  Presbyterian  College  during  the 
month  of  July. 

Under  the  guidance  of  members  of  PC's 
faculty,  the  educators  from  all  across  South 
Carolina  learned  how  to  integrate  such 
technological  tools  as  Microsoft  PowerPoint, 
digital  audio  and  video,  and  the  World  Wide 
Web  into  their  everyday  classroom  instruction. 


PC's  Teaching  and 
Technology  Institute  was 
created  in  1999  as  a  one- 
week  course  taught  by 
business  administration 
professors  Norman 
Scarborough  and  Suzanne 
Smith.  This  year,  three 
weeklong  courses  were  offered: 
two  beginner  classes  and  an 
advanced  class.  Joining 
Scarborough  and  Smith  this  year 
were  Jane  Watkins,  an 
instruction  of  computer 
science,  and  Doug  Wallace, 
PC's  director  of  media  services. 

"We're  doing  this  because 
students  are  very  media  and 
visually  oriented,"  Scarborough 
said.  "Despite  this  fact,  a  national 
suney  shows  that  only  one  in  five 
teachers  feel  comfortable  using 
technology  in  the  classroom,  and  only  ha 
had  any  formal  training.  We  hope  that  after  the 
teachers  go  back  and  tell  their  colleagues  what  a 
wonderful  experience  they  had  here,  we'll  get 
more  applications  for  next  year." 

Because  of  financial  support  from  South 
Carolina's  Department  of  Education,  Blue  Cross/ 
Blue  Shield,  Michelin  North  America,  Bank  of 
America,  and  Colonial  Life  and  Accident 
Insurance,  PC  was  able  to  offer  a  week  of 
instruction,  various  literature  and  resource 
materials,  on-campus  housing,  and  all  meals  for 
only  $100. 

And  all  the  participants,  regardless  of  their 
subject  or  skill  level,  made  the  most  of  the 
opportunity. 

"We  had  people  who  have  used  PowerPoint 
for  years,  and  one  guy  who  has  had  his  own  web 
site  for  six  years,"  Smith  said,  "and  then  we've 
had  one  man  who  had  never  even  turned  a 
computer  on.  But  they've  all  been  really 
enthusiastic.  We've  been  here  late,  sometimes  as 
late  as  8  p.m.,  and  I  think  the  teachers  have 
come  away  with  a  complete  packet  of  knowledge 
that  they  can  take  back  to  their  schools." 

The  experience  —  both  in  class  and  out  — 
received  rave  reviews,  and  not  just  from  the 
novices  for  whom  technology  is  an  altogether 
new  frontier.  Frank  Moore  of  North  Myrtle 
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Beach  High  School  has  been  an  educator  for 
three  decades  and  has  been  involved  in  this  type 
of  technology  for  several  years.  In  fact, 
Scarborough  said,  he  and  Smith  learned  as  much 
from  Moore  as  they  taught  to  him. 

Moore  had  nothing  but  the  highest  of 
praise  for  PC,  its  commitment  to  this  particular 
program,  and  the  two  business  professors  who 
made  it  happen. 

"I'm  approaching  my  30th  year  in 
education,  and  in  those  years,  I've  been  to  many 
one-day,  two-day,  and  week-long  workshops," 
Moore  said.  "Nothing  compares  to  this.  Nothing 
even  comes  close  to  how  this  was  taught,  how 
this  was  organized,  how  it  has  been  delivered, 
and  how  we've  been  treated.  It's  just  been 
spectacular,  and  for  $100.  That's  the  best  part. 
When  you  can  eat,  sleep,  and  get  educated  for 
$100  per  week,  you  can't  beat  that. 

"You  can  tell  when  someone  has  taught  his 
or  her  heart  out.  Norman  and  Suzie  have  left 
every  day  whipped,  and  they've  never  left  until 
the  job  is  done.  They're  just  awesome  teachers."

Scotsman  Club  takes  part  in  new  PC  golf  tourney

In  the  quarter  of  a  century  since  he 
graduated  from  PC,  Jim  Morton  has  played 
countless  rounds  of  golf  in  a  variety  of  settings.

More  specifically,  they  saw  the  top  of  the  wings 
as  the  plane  flew  along  below  the  level  of  the 
fairway.  Those  vistas  are  not  uncommon  when 
playing  a  course  located  atop  a  mountain  rising 
3,000  feet  above  sea  level. 

"When  it  comes  to  golf  courses,"  Morton 
said,  "I've  seen  snakes,  alligators,  huge  turtles, 
you  name  it,  but  I've  never  before  looked  down 
to  see  an  airplane  flying  past!" 

Welcome  to  the  Cliffs  of  Glassy  and  an  event 
that  Blue  Hose  faithful  hope  will  become  an 
annual  rite  of  summer. 

The  first  annual  PC  Invitational  featured  a 
Captain's  Choice  golf  format  during  the  day  and 
a  tremendous  buffet  spread  that  evening  —  all 
overlooking  one  of  the  most  remarkable  settings 
in  the  Upstate  of  South  Carolina.  Jim  Anthony, 
the  person  responsible  for  developing  The  Cliffs 
at  Glassy  and  whose  son,  Lucas,  is  a  student  at 
PC,  made  the  day  possible  as  golfers  teed  up  for 
$300  a  player  —  with  the  proceeds  benefiting 
the  Scotsman  Club. 

Twenty  four-person  golf  teams  spent  the  day 
scrambling  across  the  top  of  Glassy  Mountain  — 


enjoying  both  the  sporting  challenge  and  the 
stunning  views  that  practically  look  off  the  edge 
of  the  Earth. 

"The  day  was  great,"  Morton  said.  "The 
course  was  outstanding  and  the  scenery  was 
breathtaking.

Guides,  and  your  faculty  advisors.  Still  the  Welcomes  kept  coming  . . .  Student  Government  (again)  before  the 
Scavenger  Hunt,  your  RAs  (again)  at  your  first  hall  meeting,  ROTC  and  all  of  uptouTi  Clinton  at  the  Block  Party, 
the  Student  Volunteer  Services  and  the  International  House,  Financial  Aid,  the  Library,  the  Multicultural  Student 
Union,  Public  Safety,  and  Career  Services. 

"Welcome  to  Presbyterian  College!"  they  have  all  said.  And  you  just  smile,  trying  to  look  pleasant,  and  waiting 
for  classes  to  start. 

In  case  you  have  not  caught  this,  the  implication  of  that  greeting  is  that  this  is  not  yet  your  school. 

Let  me  say  that  again.  For  as  long  as  you  hear  that  greeting  repeated  on  the  lips  of  college  officials  and 
upperclassmen,  it  is  understood  that  you  are  a  guest,  invited  to  join,  but  not  yet  a  member  of  the  PC  community. 

In  a  way  this  makes  sense.  At  the  front  door  of  your  house,  you  welcome  visitors  and  new  arrivals,  not  members 
of  your  own  household.  If  you  are  at  home,  and  your  parents  pull  into  the  driveway,  you  don't  run  outside  saying 
"Welcome  to  my  house!  Let  me  show  you  around!"  No,  it  is  the  guest  who  is  welcomed. 

If  during  treshman  orientation,  we  are  still  guests,  then  the  question  is:  How  can  we  become  official  members  of  diis 
family?  Do  we  just  hang  around  until  everyone  welcomes  us  once  and  starts  to  recognize  our  face?  No,  in  order  to  become  full 
members  of  die  Presbyterian  Qillege  community,  we  must  commit  ourselves  to  die  values  and  ideals  of  the  college. 

Tonight  is  the  fifth  and  final  night  of  Freshman  Orientation.  And  tonight,  we  invite  you  to  make  that 
commitment.  You  may  notice  that  1  say  we.  1  do  not  use  that  work  lightly.  It  is  a  very  important  part  of  this  invita- 
tion. And  when  1  use  that  pronoun,  I  mean  the  PC  student  body  We  ...  the  Student  Government,  your  orientation 
guides,  and  other  returning  students  . .  .We  invite  you  to  join  this  community.  We  ask  you  to  make  this  commitment, 
and  to  thereby  become  a  Blue  Hose. 

Now,  1  know  what  you  must  be  thinking.  Give  ine  the  book,  you're  saying,  I'll  sign  it  right  nou'.'!  But  wait.  There 
is  a  reason  that  signing  the  Honor  Roll  is  scheduled  at  the  very  end  of  Freshman  Orientation.  Signing  the  Honor 
Roll,  after  all,  is  a  very  different  part  of  the  PC  experience  than  is  the  shaving  cream  fight  or  video  wall  dancing. 

You  see,  to  sign  the  Honor  Roll  is  to  make  a  statement.  By  signing,  we  say  that,  yes,  we  are  ready  to  become  a 
member  of  the  PC  community.  We  say  that,  yes,  we  are  willing  to  commit  ourselves  and  our  peers  to  the  high 
standards  of  integrity  and  conduct  expected  of  each  member.  In  signing,  we  are  affirming  that  we  will  uphold  the 
Honor  Cbde.  We  will  not  lie,  cheat,  steal,  or  plagiarize.  We  are  also  affimiing  that  we  will  uphold  the  QxJe  of  Gmduct.  We 
will  conduct  ourselves  in  a  responsible  manner,  exhibiting  respect  tor  the  Christian  ideals  of  the  college. 

In  a  way,  committing  oneself  to  the  Honor  Code  and  Code  of  Conduct  is  to  commit  oneself  to  a  practice  of 
conscience.  One  must  be  careful.  Breaking  the  Codes,  whethet  intentionally  or  by  accident,  separates  you  from  this 
community  And  so,  in  order  to  prevent  that,  it  is  important  to  pay  attention. 

Now,  I  don't  want  to  frighten  you.  PC  professors  and  students  are  a  community,  and  we  live  and  work  as  a 
community,  supporting  one  another  The  sense  of  honor  at  PC,  and  the  commitment  to  it,  is  somediing  we  are  proud 
of,  and  something  we  share.  The  result  is  that  when  one  of  your  classmates  breaks  this  commitment,  he  has  broken 
fellowship  with  the  community.  Suddenly  that  two-semester  suspension,  which  once  was  merely  incentive  for 
caution,  now  becomes  the  expression  of  that  broken  fellowship. 

The  point  is  that  tonight,  finally,  you  are  invited  to  become  a  full  member  of  the  Presbyterian  College 
community.  In  signing  the  Honor  Roll,  you  will  have  survived  orientation.  You  are  here  to  stay 

Let  me  be  the  last  to  say  it:  "Welcome  to  Presbyterian  College."
